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Mission Hills women found dead 


Cause 
of death 
probed 


Sheriff’s officials today were 
investigating the deaths of two 
women whose bodies were found in 
a Mission Hills home after a 
telephone tip from a Santa Monica 
probation officer. 


Sheriff’s 
Det. 
Stan 
Otremba 
pronounced the women dead at the 
scene in a bedroom of a modest 
home at 3610 Via Lato. He identifed 
them as Carole Jean Corser, 32; and 
Karen Lee Bard, 29. 
Otremba said tests were to be 
made today to determine the cause 
and time of death. He said the 
women may have been dead for 
several days.

Sheriff’s officers went to th#; 
home at 4:30 p.m. yesterday after 
receiving a telephone call from the 
Santa Monica probation officef di 
one of the women. The Corser 
woman reportedly wrote a letter to 
her parents in Los Angeles telling 
them her girl friend was dead and 
indicating she had no desire to 
continue 
living. 
The 
parents 
reportedly 
received 
the 
letter 
yesterday morning. They turned it 
over to the probation officer and he 
in turn called Lompoc Sheriff’s 
officials. 
Otremba said the Corser woman 
in the letter urged her parents to 
come to the home and arrange for 
the funeral. Before 
dying, 
the 
Corser woman left a rear sliding 
glass door unlocked for easy entry, 
packed small gifts to her two 
children, aged 10 and 13 in Los 
Angeles, and placed several day’s 
supply of cat food in bowls on the 
kitchen floor. Witnesses observed 
that the house had only recently 
been cleaned. 
There was speculation that the 
Bard woman died first. The Corser 
woman died in a kneeling position 
partially draped over the fallen 
friend. Otremba said there was no 
immediate indication of the cause of 
death. 
A cat and two small kittens 
roamed the house until an animal 
control officer took them away. 
Funeral services for the two 
women were pending at Starbuck 
Mortuary.

Probe of dynamite report continues 


Santa Barbara County sheriff’s 
officers 
W ednesday 
began 
interrogation 
of 
Richard 
B. 
Clevering, 29, of Isla Vista, who has 
admitted he was the source of 
reports stating that a huge cache of 
explosives was stored in an Isla 
Vista garage. 
Clevering, requesting immunity, 
revealed he was the man who last 
Saturday told a Goleta merchant — 
who is also a sheriff’s reserve 
officer - of the store of explosives 
after handing over two sticks of 
dynamite. Clevering had refused to 
identify himself at that time and 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter this week 
began a house- to - house search in 
Isla 
Vista 
trying 
to find 
the 
explosives. 
During questioning Wednesday, 
Clevering changed his story. He now 
says he obtained the sticks of 
dynamite from a young man driving 
a white van, which he felt contained 
explosives. He described the man as 
being in his 20’s, with shoulder 


length 
hair, 
goatee 
and 
long 
sideburns. 
The van had bumpers painted 
white, said Clevering. 
Sheriff Carpenter’s office said 
Clevering was undergoing polygraph 
tests. The Isla Vista man said he had 
obtained 
additional 
explosive 
materials from the same person 
Tuesday night and hid them in a 
road culvert along State Rt. 254 
south of San Antonio Rd., near Santa 
Barbara. Officers checked out his 
story and found the materials. 
Sheriff Carpenter said he was 
holding off on further searches of 
the university community of some 
13,000 persons pending evaluation of 
Clevering s statements. 
An 
announcement 
Wednesday 
afternoon from the sheriff’s office 
said 
Clevering 
was 
not 
being 
charged at that time. 
The sheriff’s office had expressed 
concern about the reported large 
cache of explosives, which were felt 


to be possibly in a “deteriorating 
and unstable condition,” based on 
the 
sticks 
of 
dynamite 
that 
Clevering had turned in earlier 


Great heat or pressure might 
explode stored materials in an 
enclosed space, the sheriff felt. 
Temperatures in the Santa Barbara 
area reached 93 degrees by mid- 
aftemoon Wednesday. 
Sheriff s bomb squad officers said 
that if the explosives were of a 
quantity described by Clevering 
they could blow up an entire 
residential block should a discharge 
take place.

If you think youth sports isn’t one 
of Lompoc’s outstanding attributes, 
just ask Joe Valencia, a czar of the 
Valley youth leagues and, after four 
years as commissioner, the recently 
appointed chairman of the Lompoc 
Parks and Recreation Commission. 
Valencia’s 10 years in the valley 
have been full ones, mostly full of 
youth activities. He started with the 
Indian Guides fathers program and 
the YMCA, then elaborated into 
Little League baseball, in which he’s 
been a sparkplug for five years, and 
then added Youth Football, which 
he’s also helped propel for three 
years. He’s also been these groups’ 
advocate on the commission. 
Plus, he’s been raising five very 


sports-oriented children of his own 
and, as a sideline, has been working 
as a trajectory analyst for Federal 
Electric Corp. 


“It’s difficult, many times, having 
a job,” the happy- faced Valencia 
complains. 


“I don’t know, when I was a young 
kid, kids were busy stealing hubcaps 
or drinking wine or beer here and 
there in Santa Paula - a very rough 
area at that time -just going down to 
the river and getting into trouble. 
There weren’t any baseball or 
football programs or anything like 
that, so the kids got into trouble.” 


But Joe’s seen, he says, sports 
programs turn them around the 
other way: 
“I’ve seen kids who ar very weak 
physically and mentally - they would 


cry when they had to participate as 
a team member and you’d have to 
go over and talk to them. But 
towards the end of the season, or 
maybe the next season, they’d he 
leaders out there putting the team 
# 
together - more mature physically 
$ 
and mentally. I’ve seen this many 
times.” 


If you wonder how youth sports in 
the valley compare with those 
elsewhere, you can ask Valencia 
too. Be careful, though, or he’ll fill 
you in on the exact specifications in 
the latest youth football pads or 
begin to expand with authority on

Grand jury under 
extreme security

prosecutors today began giving a 
grand jury evidence of alleged 
bribery, extortion, tax fraud and 
conspiracy against Vice President 
Spiro T Agnew despite his claim of 
immunity from indictment 
The first known witness to appear 
before the panel was William J 
Muth. a former member of the 
Baltimore City Council, who told 
reporters 
later: 
“This 
whole 
investigation is a lot of bull — 


Muth now is vice president for 
public 
relations 
of 
a 
civil 
engineering firm, Hurst Rosche, and 
served one term on the Baltimore 
City Council — from 1947 to 1951 He 
handled public relations work for I. 
H “Bud Hammerman, a long-time 
Agnew friend, during a brief “Spiro 
of 76” campaign last November. 
As the 22 member grand jury 
convened in tight secrecy at 10 a m. 
EDT in the federal courthouse here, 
Agnew was at the White House 
sitting in on a meeting between 
President 
Nixon, 
Republican 
congressional leaders and Cabinet 
members. 
One congressman who attended 
the 
White 
House 
session 
said 
Agnews legal situation was not 
discussed, 
and 
that 
the 
vice 
president 
appeared 
calm 
and 
“didn’t say a word.” 
News 
reporters 
jammed 
the 
corridor outside the fifth-floor grand 
jury room of the federal courthouse 


here, but a small army of U.S. 
marshals kept them far from areas 
used by the jurors or witnesses 
So tight was the security that at 
one point a CBS News television 
crew was taken into custody after 
going to the rooftop of a nearby 
building to take pictures of the 
courthouse None of the crew was 
formally charged 
Agnew sought unsuccessfully to 
get Congress to take over the prime 
investigatory role, arguing that he 
could not be indicted in the courts 
without

impeached 
Speaker 
Carl 
Albert 
rejected 
Agnew s request Wednesday, some 
18 hours after it was made 
The vice president's lawyers have 
said they will challenge the grand 
jury’s deliberations, but they made 
no move to do so before George 
Beall. U. S. attorney for Maryland 
and 
in charge of 
the overall 
corruption inquiry, went before the 
grand jury this morning. 
One of Agnew s chief lawyers, 
Judah Best, said it probably would 
be at least Monday before the 
challenge is filed. Best said he was 
in “no hurry” to file the suit, saying 
the timing was not particularly 
relevant.

But it 
was H Street, Lompoc, meandering 
around green clumps of trees and 
shrubbery in a serpentine from 
Walnut to Cypress Avenues, with 
fingers to draw autos gently off into 
ample offstreet parking areas. 
It was a preliminary streetscape 
drawing presented by the firm of 
Architectural Arts of San Luis 
Obispo before last night’s meeting 
of

Downtown 
Revitalization Committee About 14 
downtown merchants viewed it and 
liked what they saw 
Outlined 
by 
Architect 
Roger 
Marshall, the plans call for a two- 
lane, two-way North H Street and a 
two-lane, one-way (South) South H 
Street weaving around landscaped 
bulges, 
perhaps mounds, 
which 
would provide both visual and noise 
buffers between pedestrians and 
cars and create a more natural and 
exciting 
downtown 
personality 
Autos would also be slowed by the 


narrower, 
weaving 
H 
Street 
redesign and the resulting public 
space would be more congenial, 
Marshall said, and would draw the 
shoppers back. 
But 
the 
idea 
of 
sweeping 
downtown refurbishment in Lompoc 
remained last night exactly as 
uncertain as the Lompoc Bypass 
Freeway, on which construction has 
been stayed while a legal struggle 
plays itself out. 
North H Street would retain 
through. traffic as well as state 
control if the bypass failed, and last 
night’s plans would be wasted South 
H and surrounding streets could still 
be reworked, though 
Nor, Marshall said, were his more 
modest plans for exchanging some 
parking for landscaping on Ocean 
Avenue a shoo-in since Ocean 
Avenue is also a state highway and. 
if 
the 
state 
approved 
such 
redevelopment work, it would be a 
first.

Vote favors T rident sub 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - The 
Senate voted today in favor of 
proceeding promptly with work on 
the new Trident missile submarine. 
By a 49-47 vote, the Senate 
rejected a move to delay the project 
by two years until about 1980. 
Trident supporters won their fight 
with arguments centering on Soviet 
missile progress. 
Sen. Thomas J. McIntyre, D-N.H , 
was 
principal 
sponsor 
of 
the 
proposal to delay the Trident by 
deleting -$885 million from a $1.5 
billion administration request for 


the submarine this fiscal year, 
which began July 1. 
Funds 
for production of 
the 
Trident were sought in the $219 
billion 
defense 
procurement 
authorization bill that has been 
before the Senate since last week. 
Both foes and proponents agreed 
the submarine eventually would be 
built. 
The Senate voted tentatively 49-46 
Wednesday morning in favor of a 40 
per cent reduction of land-based 
forces, but reversed this six hours 
later by a 54-44 vote when four 
senators switched their votes.

The sources refused to disclose the reason Warner was 
dismissing the charges against Wilber and Miller, hut they 
said it was not lack of evidence 
Rear Adm James B. Stockdale, 49. formerly deputy 
commander of all American POWs in North Vietnam, on 
June 26 filed charges of aiding the enemy and mutiny —both 
of which could be punished by life imprisonment —and five 
lesser charges against Miller and Wilber. 
Shortly after Stockdale filed his charges, Miller denied he 
had done anything “ illegal, disloyal or harmful” during his 
five years in captivity. 
In a statement issued by his attorneys he said: “ I am not 
ashamed of any actions I took as a prisoner.”

of the mission was to test a revamped Soyuz spacecraft in 
preparation for the scheduled 1975 U S Soviet combined 
space mission. 
However, neither of the two cosmonauts who went up 
today was among the eight Russians named last May as 
candidates for the joint flight. 
The launch came just two days after the American Skvl *h 
astronauts completed a record 59 day mission in space 
The Soviet Union had not sent a man into space since

Use in the following developed picnic sites will be limited 
to day use from 6 a.m. until 9 p.m. unless otherwise posted: 
Pfeiffer- Cooper, Mill Creek, Sand Dollar, Indians, Willow 
Creek, Arroyo Seco, Catway, Pino Alto, Paradise, Goodard, 
Cumbre, BigCaliente, Sierra Madre, Chula Vista 
Violations of the rules are punishable by a fine of not 
more than $500 or imprisonment for not more than six 
months, or both.

Nat Fast exhibit opens season

The Allan Hancock Art Gallery has started its scheduled 
art shows this academic year with a water color exhibit by 
Nat Fast, an AHC art teacher. It’s a quiet September of 
My Life type of show 
Fast — painter, lecturer, teacher, art historian, and 
graphic designer (notes a brochure) — spent this summer 
interpreting rustic scenes in Santa Maria and Yosemite 
The artist is approaching age 50 and this show reflects a 
birthday awareness of life and death. 
The 19 water colors, except four, emphasize nature 
caught in the cycle of life. A tree subbomly grows out of a 
rock on the side of a mountain. Another tree dares to live 
after lightning has struck it twice. Here, Fast presents the 
struggle for life. 
In another picture, dead bark hangs about a living tree 
trunk. Here is the promise of tomorrow, a from death 
comes life promise. 
To reinforce the universe’s paradox of opposites, such as 
life and death. Fast renders his scenes with the play of light 
and dark. He belives that the “ reconciliation of opposites is 
primarily what art is about.“ 
His watery colors of red and green concentrate in an area 
on the paper while an opposite area remains white. 
Sometimes a few lines briefly define an object in the white 
area 
Fast relies on white space as much as color He considers 
himself a drawer rather than a colorist. His drawing, like 
his handling of color, is done in a loose style. 
Three or four watercolors in his collection acknowledge 
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man. One called “ The Potato Harvest" shows men stooping 
over crop rows. Man, Fast hints, depends on nature for 
survival. 
In another watercolor, a dirt road, flanked by fields of 
tall weeds, leads to an abandoned farm house and barn 
Someone's hope abandoned 
Fast’s summer work evokes a sense of seasons (“ The 
Potato Harvest '), of death (the lifeless farm house and 
barn), and of life (living, twisting, and reaching trt 
growing relentlessly out of rocks). Overall his is an 
optimistic, uplifting view of existence, 1 feel 
It is a beautiful outlook of life, whatever one’s age 
Also, in this show are three life drawings by Fast don* 
before this summer. They are executed in various media 
(conti crayon and acrylic). Note again his play of dark and 
light, which he calls positive and negative The show 
continues to Oct. 12.

So'w e’ll pass along a con­ 
densed version of his checkl­ 
ists, hoping it will enable you 
to find one of those nuggets of 
gold 


Zero in first on the general 
professional qualifications of 
an agent or broker As a very 
minimum, he should make it 
his full-time business 
Avoid 


part-timers and the incompe­ 
tent brothers-in-law 


Is he well-established as an 
agent, or with a w ell-estab­ 
lished agency ’ Does he have 
at least tour years experience 
in the insurance business? 
\nd finally, if he's a thorough 
professional, he II have done 
the course work and passed 
the exams for a CLU designa­ 
tion «Chartered Life Under­ 
writer i or CPCt 
(Chartered 
Property and Casualty Under­ 
writer) 


The agent or broker with 
such professional qualifica­ 
tions will in all likelihood 
meet the pragmatic tests of a 
good insurance man 


Can you reach him when 
you need him - or do you get 
just an answering service, or 
a phone that rings without 
answer? Does he return calls 
or answer correspondence 
promptly’’ 


Does he do more than just 
send you bills every so often’’ 
Does he touch base, at least 
once a year, to see whether 
you need changes in your in­ 
surance program, changes of 
beneficiaries, etc 0 


Does he explain your poli­ 
cies in such a way that you 
really understand them * Ex­ 
plain cost and coverage differ­ 
ences between com panies 
Does he com pare the cost of 
life policies in terms of inter­ 
est-adjusted cost’’ 
Does he explain the use of 
deductibles, in property and 
auto policies, to reduce prem­ 
ium costs? 
Has he ever made any 
suggestions that reduced the 
amount of your premiums'1 
When you have a claim , 
does he help to see that you’re 
paid promptly and fairly’ 


For your agent to get a 
passing mark, says Commis 
sioner Denenberg, you should 
be able to answer “yes” to at 
least 67 per cent of these 
questions That's “not an acid 
test, of course.” he says, “ but 
it may give you a good idea of 
what you should expect from 
an agent." 


Finally, there are a couple 
of negative indications that 
may, by them selves, con sti­ 
tute a test 


Does your agent make a 
habit of adding on service 


fees, or other extra charges, 
over and above the premium’ 


Does he require you to buy 
life insurance, or homeowners 
coverage, as a condition of 
getting auto insurance’1 "If an 
agent tries this," Denenberg 
suggests, "you probably have 
the wrong agent " 


Is it realistic to expect an 
insurance man to give you the 
kind of personalized service 
stipulated by this checklist? 
Or is it simply a fact of life — 
as Denenberg admits that 
some will argue - that in this 
age of the computer and mass 
marketing, the sellers of in­ 
surance no longer render per­ 
sonal service’

Energy shortage 
causing new problems

The energy shortage gripping America is 
causing new problems: delays in highway 
construction and shortages of sugar. 


In attempts to help the problem, a House 
committee Wednesday approved mandate 
ry fuel allocations; the United Foundation 
in Detroit decided against burning its 


traditional 44-foot torch during this year’s 
fund-raising drive; a regional commission 
in New England allocated $385,000 for a 
study of the area’s energy problems; and a 
trio of Southern governors threatened to 
withhold fuel from any state that, for 
environmental reasons, holds back on 
refinery and exploratory operations. 


J Phillip Richley, director of the Ohio 
Transportation 
Department, 
said 
Wednesday a dwindling national supply of 
crude oil for making asphalt will result in 
the delay of completion of at least 34 state 
highway paving and construction projects. 
William R Ralls, of the Michigan Public 
Service Commission, warned sugar is 
suffering 
from 
the 
energy 
crisis. 
"Michigan housewives depend on state 
farmers for 90 per cent of their sugar and 
the industry is now critically short of fuel 
to process a sugar beet crop." he said. 
The 
House 
Commerce 
Committee 
Wednesday approved legislation directing 
President Nixon to impose mandatory fuel 
allocations within 25 days. The Senate 
approved a similar bill last May. 


Earthquake 
prediction: 
'we blew it' 


MENLO 
PARK, 
Calif. 
( U P I ) 
—Government 
scientists who earlier this 
year made the first official 
prediction of an earthquake 
admitted today "we blew 
it.” 
The * prediction, 
made 
March 
22, 
was 
that a 
moderate quake of about 4.5 
on the open-ended Richter 
scale would occur on a fault 
zone 20 miles south of 
Hollister, Calif., "within the 
next several months.” 
The prediction seemed 
fairly safe, the scientists 
said at the time, because the 
area 100 miles south of San 
Francisco averages three or 
four such quakes a year. 
Local residents joked about 
the 
government 
announcement. 
It has now been more than 
six 
months 
since 
the 
prediction 
was 
officially 
announced by the National 
Geological 
Survey 
in 
Washington. 
To the embarrassment of 
the government scientists, 
the 
Hollister 
area, 
sometimes 
called 
the 
"earthquake capital of the 
w o rld ,” 
has 
been 
remarkably quiet. 
There 
have been no significant 
earthquakes there. 
"We blew it,” said Robert 
Wesson, of the National 
Center 
for 
Earthquake 
Research, 
one 
of 
the 
scientists who made the 
prediction. 
He said the center put out 
extra instruments in the 
area where the quake was to 
occur and "we monitored it 
very carefully. 
"Unfortunately, the quake 
hasn’t happened. We don’t 
quite 
know 
why,” 
said 
Wesson. 


Court held 
on state 


borderline 


CINCINNATI

With cars rumbling past and 
the 
court 
reporter 
precariously perched on his 
briefcase taking down every 
word, officials held court on

Ohio-Kentucky 
borderline on the suspension 
bridge. 


The unusual scene evolved 
from two problems: 
Attorneys wanted Michael 
Lee Fowler, 
in jail

Covington, Ky., to testify in 
the murder trial of Gary A. 
Keys, of Cincinnati, Ohio. 
But Fowler, held on fraud 
charges, refused to cross 
the Ohio River to testify 
because he is wanted on 
three bad check charges in 
Ohio. And Keys, who cannot 
leave Ohio because of the 
murder charge, refused to 
waive his right to be present 
when a witness testifies. 
Thus, the courtroom on 
the side of the bridge, 
overlooking the Ohio River. 
Fowler and Keys were 
brought to the bridge and 
stood 
just 
a 
few 
feet 
apart—Fowler on the edge 
of the Kentucky side and 
Keys on the Ohio side. 
Attorneys questioned and 
cross-examined Fowler in 
the presence of Hamilton 
County Court Judge William 
S. 
Mathews, 
who 
had 
approved 
the unorthodox 
setting. 
Jurors, who were not on 
hand during the testimony, 
will be given the transcript 
of Fowler’s statements. 


Astronauts fly to 
Houston in good health 


SAN DIEGO, CALIF. (UPI) - The record-breaking 
Skylab 2 astronauts fly home to Houston tonight in excellent 
health after a two-month space voyage that showed men 
can live safely in weightlessness for months at a time. 
Dr. Paul Buchanan said the readjustment of Alan L. 
Bean, Owen K. Garriott and Jack R. Lousma to gravity 
after spending 59 days without it was "just short of 
amazing ” 
The spacemen faced more medical tests and doctors 
asked them to undergo another halMayexamination today 
before leaving the recovery carrier New Orleans this 
afternoon for Hie flight to Texas. 
Buchanan said the three spacemen were steadier and 
hungrier than they were after Tuesday’s splashdown and he 
said they were walking about the ship Wednesday "as well 
as I do. 
In Houston, Dr. Royce Hawkins, the pilots’ chief 
physician, said the fact that the three astronauts were able 
to complete almost all the rigorous exercise testing 
planned "says an awful lot for their condition.” 
He said their hearts, not accustomed to pumping hard 
after having an easy time with no gravity to pump against, 
were in good shape. 
Buchanan said the men had each lost 4 to 5 per cent of 
their body weight, but this was expected. The only problem 
occurred when Bean aggravated an old back sprain by 
sleeping on a soft mattress aboard the New Orleans Tues­ 
day night.

SAN FRANCISCO (U PI) 
—In less than a month San 
Franciscans can eipect to 
begin riding the nation’s 
first new subway transit 
system in 65 years 
Subway tunnels have been 
burrowed 
under 
busy 
Market Street, the artenal 
spine of the city, and the 
underground stations are 
ready for use by the biggest 
locally 
financed 
public 
works 
project 
in 
U.S. 
history. 
On Nov. 5, the first BART 
(Bay Area Rapid Transit) 
trains are scheduled to roll 
under 
San 
Francisco, 
connecting downtown with 
populous residential areas 
to the southwest. 
But 
the day of 
final 
triumph lies in a troubled 
future for the first U.S. 
subway-rapid 
transit 
system designed to counter 
the 
20th-century 
auto 
cultism that has backfired 
into a smog and congestion 
crisis 
That day will come when 
the heart of the $15 billion 
system, 
a 
tube 
running 
under San Francisco Bay, is 
finally opened to the sleek 


80-mile-a-hour 
BART 
trains. 
Across the bay to the east, 
the 
lounge-like 
electric 
coaches 
already 
are 
skimming through a chain 
of 
suburban 
cities 
on 
elevated tracks that give 
way to ground-level rails, 
then descend underground 
into metropolitan Oakland's 
new subway stations. 
Passengers 
ride 
comfortably in bucket style 
seats in rattle-and-jolt free 
cars that feature carpeting 
and view windows, much 
like passengers in high­ 
flying jet airliners.

For the first rapid transit 
system designed to run like 
a space-age rocket is still 
harnessed

process, will not be able to 
pay its bills beyond July or 
August next year unless 
fresh cash is scraped up. 
BART officials say they

raising 
fares by 25 per cent on 
existing lines, imposing fees

state legislature to broaden 
BART’s taxing powers in 
the three counties it serves.

Problems 
have 
ranged 
from miles of conduit that 
had to be dug up because 
gophers were eating it to the 
discovery that doors on the 
specially-designed

mysteriously at 80 miles an

But the computer control 
system 
has 
been 
the 
principal stumbling block. 
Studies 
claim ed

sometimes “ lost” a train 
because low voltage in the 
track circuit failed to keep 
the computer advised of a 
train's location.

However, the Football Reporter’s Panel, a group 
which attempts to arrange the CIF teams in order of 
ability, puts the Cabrillo Conquistadores 11 rungs higher 
on the ladder Cabrillo is currently number one 


It’s still a little early to pop the champagne corks. 
Cabrillo still has at least eight more games to play, 
including tomorrow night’s interesting matchup with the 
Dos Pueblos Chargers at Huyck Stadium at 8 p.m. 


Cabrillo has never before been rated on top (they got 
as high as third last year). It’s a confusing phenomena 
Conq Coach Evert Jones may well have given his team 
the following message yesterday:

number one ”

California 
entomologist and head of 
the UC mosquito control 
research laboratory here, 
thinks Altosid may prove an 
immensely effective tool for 
mosquito

The traditional method in 
insecticide 
research 
has 
been to find toxic materials 
which 
would 
kill 
a 
particular insect faster than 
surrounding life forms, but 
hormones have presented 
researchers with exciting 
new, 
ecologically 
sound 
alternatives. 
Scientists 
who 
first 
isolated insect hormones in 
the late 1960s found that 
massive doses of natural or 
artificial insect hormones 
applied to insects would 
throw 
their 
biochemical 
systems out of kilter. But 
surrounding life forms with 
different hormonal setups 
remained unaffected. 
Altosid 
is 
the 
first 
synthetic 
hormone 
insecticide in history to go 
from research to testing to 
preliminary approval for 
limited public use by the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency (EPA). 
Mosquitoes pass from egg 
to larvae to pupa to free 
flying adult in five days, and 
in order for Altosid to work, 
it must reach the insects in 
the middle of this process. 
Dr. Schaefer explains how 
it ^orks: 


“ At the time the larvae is 
ready to transform into the 
pupal stage, if we introduce 
a large amount of juvenile 
hormone, 
or 
a 
closely 
related 
compound 
that 
would cause the same type 
of 
activity, 
the 
normal 
transformation of a larvae 
into a pupa doesn’t occur. 
The larvae transforms into 
an abnormal pupa and that 
pupa then dies.” 
Mosquitoes caught in the 
pupal stage will also te 
transformed into abnormal 
adults and die, but JH 
compounds are so specific 
they have no effect on adult 
mosquitoes 
Schaefer 
and 
his 
associates have been testing 
Altosid for three years and 
hope 
to 
get 
full 
EPA 
approval and registration 
for it by next year. 
It has proved more than 95 
per cent effective on larval 
and pupal mosquitoes but 
Schaefer hopes mosquito 
abatement districts will not 
immediately adopt its use 
on a wide scale. 
“ We feel it will be a useful 
tool,” he says. “ However, 
we are not advocating that 
mosquito 
abatement 
districts turn to this more 
expensive 
material 
and 
convert their programs to 
using it for two reasons. 
“ One reason is cost and 
the second is, we know that 
if 
we 
were 
to 
use 
it 
indiscriminately, if we were 
to 
have 
a 
low 
cost 
compound, we would find 
resistance to it within a few 
years. 
“ There’s no question that 
with 
any 
new 
type 
of 
chemical agent, if we use it 
in enough frequency, on a 
large 
enough 
population 
such 
as 
we have 
with 
mosquitoes, you are going to 
select out organisms that 
would be resistant to it.” 


Because 
of 
the 
high 
development costs and the 
limited 
use 
for 
insect 


hormones, Altosid currently 
costs 
$75 
per 
pound, 
although Schaefer has found 
the material will work at 
doses as low as 1 -501 h of a 
pound per acre 
Schaefer says the chief 
problem encountered so far 
is not with the insecticide 
but with humans

Necessary program 


More than 200 motorcyclists have been 
killed in California during the first half of 
this year. 
Approximately 7,000 have been seriously 
injured during this period. 
Presently, there are more than 600,000 
motorcycles registered for on-highway use 
in California and approximately 120,000 
riders are licensed every year. 
These statistics have prompted 
the 
Director of Motor Vehicles, Robert C. 
Cozens, to initiate a thorough training 
program for his driver license examiners 
to make them more proficient at testing 
motorcycle riding skills. 
California 
has been 
issuing 
special 
licenses for motorcyclists since 1968, but 
DMV examiners have never had the 
opportunity before to evaluate riding skills 
in depth. To fulfill its traffic safety 
responsibilities, the Department of Motor

will 
provide 
all 
examining 
personnel 
with 
intensified, 
in-depth 
training 
which 
will 
enable 
them 
to 
scrutinize and evaluate properly the skills 
of the motorcyclists. 


Motorcycle safety demands that the 
driver possess critical skills above those of 
the average automobile driver, Cozens 
stated. And only an examiner who is 
thoroughly familiar with these skills can 


evaluate the cyclists to insure that he 
does, indeed, possess them. 


In addition to providing training for 
examining personnel, the program will 
enable 
specialized 
motorcycle 
rider 
testing equipment to be 
installed at 
selected field offices throughout the state. 


In light of the grim statistics, such a 
program is indeed necessary.

Nixon vs. Agnew 


There was a wonderful article 
published a couple of years ago in 
Esquire by Garry Wills describing 
the events that, 21 years ago, 
preceded the Checkers Speech. In it 
Mr. Wills traced (he has, alas, like 
Andrew Kopkind, lost the art since 
his 
total 
ideologization) 
the 
extraordinary political skills of the 
young 
candidate 
for 
the 
vice 
presidency, Richard Nixon, who 
transformed a slur on his record 
into a triumphant public vindication 
and, in the course of his experience, 
fired a shot over the bow of 
Preidential 
candidate 
Dwight 
Eisenhower which that practised 
soldier did not misinterpret. 
When Eisenhower 
welcomed 
Nixon 
back onto the ticket 
as a candidate in 
good standing it was 
both 
because 
Eisenhower desired 
to 
do 
so, 
and 
because 
he 
was 
afraid not to do so. 
It was then that the vindicated 
Mr. Nixon began his celebrated 
Clean as a Hound's Tooth Gub, and 
his friends and associates for many 
years carried about membership 
cards 
in 
their 
wallets. 
The 
resentment over Eisenhower’s fitful 
backing never entirely dissipated, 
and one wonders whether Mr. 
Agnew, in his current plight ponders 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
bitterness 
of 
yesteryear, and sympathizes with it. 
Let’s face it, guilt in the political 
world is not, really, the same thing 
as judicial guilt. Thomas Eagleton 
was not legally guilty of anything, 
but he was kicked off Senator 
McGovern s ticket for the “ guilt’’ of 
not having divulged his record of 
nervous troubles to McGovern’s 
managers. Sherman Adams was not 
guilty of anything much more 
serious than double parking, but as 
caught in the time-frame of the day, 
he was guilty, and accordingly he 
was dismissed. 
Mr.

Agnew, and accordingly everyone 
rushes to the conclusion that Mr. 
Aghew is a t least politically guilty. 
The rumors that Mr. Agnew will 
resign 
are 
unlikely 
to 
have 
originated other than from sources 
very close to Mr. Nixon. 
Let’s face it, if Mr. Agnefc should 
indeed proceed to resign, Mr. Nixon 
could hardly be sorry. For one thing 
there would be a purgative feel 
around the White House from which 
be himself- would benefit. For 
another, "the 
most 
conspicuous 
conservative-hardline r in the United 
States would be neatly removed, 
without offending the conservative 
constituency that insisted on his 
renomination in 1972. For still 
another, Mr. Nixon could move in 
someone appealing to many of his

But it is at this point that one 
needs to reflect on the strengths of 
Mr. Agnew, and they are a) 
institutional, and b) personal As 
regards the latter, Mr. Agnew is a 
man of some backbone and has at 
least the normal man’s indisposition 
to be pushed around. As regards the 
former, the Vice President cannot 
<be forced to resign by a show of 


displeasure from the President. 
One 
hopes 
their 
personal 
relationship will not so deteriorate, 
but one could easily conceive of a 
situation 
in 
which 
the 
Vice 
President informed the President 
through the press that peccadilloes 
allegedly 
committed 
while 
Governor of Maryland are surely 
less 
disqualifying 
than 
those 
allegedly 
committed 
while 
President of the United States. 
If Mr. Agnew is indicated, it 
should be recalled that every time a 
jury brings in a verdict of not-guilty, 
there 
was 
an 
indictment 
that 
preceded it. The House might then 
proceed to vote impeachment, and 
the Senate to suspend action on the 
Hodse’s motion pending the trial. 
If the jury then found Mr. Agnew 
guilty, 
the 
Senate 
might vote 
accordingly. If it found him not 
guilty, the Senate would presumably 
confirm 
the 
verdict, 
and

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Mouths to feed 


Any reasonable person knows that 
the world population increase can’t 
continue 
Seventy 
million more 
people eafch year. Why, that’s the 
size of East and West Germany! We 
shrug and say, “They’ll starve in a 
few years -glad I won’t be around.” 
But suppose you are around. 
It 
probably 
depends 
on 
the 
weather. The world’s food stock is 
so low, the margin is so thin, that 
with bad weather 10 to 30 million 
people may starve in 1974. It has 
already started in Africa. There are 
food riots in India. The UN Food and 
Agriculture Organization called an 
emergency meeting on grain at 
Rome 
last 
week. 
Robert 
McNamara, head of the World 
Bank, pleaded for a moral response 
from the affluent nations at the 
arihual meeting of the bank at 
Nairobi, Kenya, this week. 
The grab for food in the world 
protein 
war comes 
from 
two 
sources, the rise in affluence of the 
“ have” nations, and the rise in 
population 
of 
the 
“ have 
not” 
nations. Here’s how it works. West 
Germany, of course, is a “ have” 
nation. Its population has stopped 
growing at ZPG (Zero Population 
Growth). But its food consumption 
is expanding because its affluence 
permits it to buy more meat- and 
meat requires more grain, and grain 
occupies over 70 percent of the 
world’s crop area. The same thing is 
true of Japan. Also of Russia; it has 
land but not enough fresh water. 
That’s why it quietly grabbed a 
quarter of our grain crop this year. 
For the “ have not” countries the 
choice is to get more food or starve. 
Their population doubles every 25 
years. There are 3.5 billion people 
on 
earth, 
2 
billion 
in 
the. 
“ undeveloped” 
(have-not) 
countries. 
Robert McNamara put the thing 
on moral grounds. Here’s what 
“ absolute proverty” means, he 
said: one-third to one-half of the 2 
billion people in have not countries 
“ s u f f e r 
from 
hunger 
or 
malnutrition” ; a quarter of their 
children 
die 
before 
five; 
life 
expectancy is 20 years less than in 
the affluent world; 
“ they are 
condemned at birth to an early 
d e a t h , ” 
often 
to 
“ utter 
degradation.” 


McNamara, who obviously is 
making what he regards as the 
supreme contribution of his life, 
wants the well-to-do nations to 
double 
their aid 
to the poor 
countries. If we raise their living 
standards, he argues, we will 
automatically bring down their high 
birthrate. Experience proves ihat 
one follows the other. He wants the 
affluent countries to cohtrlMte 9.7 
percent of the GNP. For the US that 
would be about $8 billion f^ e a r 
There is probably no country less 
prepared for what is happening than 
the United States. The calamity is in 
two parts: the immediate likely 
famine in the next 12 months, and 
the long-range problem of giving 
moral leadership and dollars to the 
undeveloped nations to put them on 
their feet over the long run. 
Why should the US help? For the 
famine, if it develops, it’s easy: 
Even though food is scarce we can 
spare some to send abroad. 
But Fred Bergsteh, once at the 


White House and now at Brookings, 
gives a grimmer answer in a study, 
“ The Threat from the Third World.” 
It boils down to this: smallpox 
below decks may spread to the first- 
class, and there always is a chance 
of mutiny. 
Europe and Japan, Bergstem 
says, have long realized this fact of 
international life. Not the US. He 
says, 
“ The 
US 
is 
the 
least 
responsive to Third World needs of 
any industrialized country at this 
time. US help is small in quantity, 
and getting smaller. Its quality is 
declining. It often runs directly 
counter to the central objectives of 
the 
LDC’s 
(Less 
Developed 
Countries). It lags far behind the 
policies of Europe and Japan. The 
Administration and Congress must 
share in the indictment.” 
The 
less-developed 
countries 
aren’t fools. They can be proud and 
passionate. Some of them have 
hunger but they also have goods the 
US needs. The US has 6 percent of 
the world’s population but uses a 
third of its energy. Where’s it to 
come from ? We know about this 


winter’s possible oil shortage. 
Then 
there’s 
copper: 
four 
countries control 80 percent of it. 
The US needs it. Two countries 
control 70 percent of world tin 
exports; four control 50 percent of 
natural 
rubber. 
Ditto 
bauxite, 
coffee, timber. The Third World has 
a lot of leverage. 
Then again, the US has $23 billion 
directly invested in the Third World, 
and another $25 billion loaned. 
Repudiation or confiscation would 
be disagreeable. Any number of 
LDC’s can produce enough opium to 
supply 
the 
entire 
US 
addict 
population. These weak countries 
can also play on the economic 
disputes between the big nations. 
Behind the poverty and hunger of 
the undeveloped countries lies the 
unsustainable birthrate 
The UN 
holds a world population conference 
in 1974. The US is approaching ZPG 
itself 
and 
would 
be 
vastly 
strengthened in its leadership if 
there were an official statement of 
American policy like that of the US 
Commission on Population Growth 
under John D. 
Rockefeller III, 
which 
Mr. 
Nixon 
named 
and 
ignores. It recommends control.

The appointment this week of Bill 
Williams to ramrod an in-depth 
study of the school district comes at 
a kind of watershed in educational 
affairs. Empty classrooms and the 
declining 
enrollment 
that 
is 
responsible have plagued school 
administrators and creased the 
brows of 
school 
trustees with 
wrinkles of concern. 
About a year ago the trustees (this 
was before Gail Steiger or Richard 
K. Jacoby were elected, but after 
the 
advent 
of 
Karl 
Braun.) 
overruled a recommendation of 
School Supt. Glen Wegner that 
would have closed two schools. The 
decision to keep all the schools 
open came at a noisy and sometimes 
adversary public meeting that had 
everyone 
biting 
his 
or 
her 
fingernails. 
J 
Now the issue is before the 
trustees again. There are also some 
other questions the Mrs. Steiger 
quite 
appropriately 
gathered 
together under one banner. To 
this reporter the proposal sounded 
like a master stroke. Obviously 
(now that she was pointing it out) 
the seven major questions Williams 
and a citizens committee will study 
are so closely related it would be 
folly to study them as separate and 
distinct questions. The utilization of

I’ve had only nominal contact with 
Williams. In 1968 I think it was he 
who came into my office for a 
discussion of school publicity, or 
rather bow do you get the word out 
about what's happening. As a result, 
a form for education reporting was 
developed. The form is still being 
used, albeit sporadically. 
Williams has also championed the 


local 
chess 
program 
through 
Vandenberg Junior High School 
which he serves as principal He 
even went so far as to put out the 
word a couple of years ago that he 
wanted the school to do better than 
it had in the annual district-wide 
school Christmas chess tournament. 


His appointment for the in-depth 
study comes at a time when Wegner 
is rumored to be ready to announce 
his retirement, and at a time when 
shifts 
of 
curriculum 
and 
of 
sentiment make the old ways of 
doing things just a little suspect. 
Williams appears well qualified to 
do the job of studying all the pros 
and cons, all the factors. 
Then it will be up to the school 
board and the community to make 
some tough decisions. That will be 
the moment of truth. Whether the 
community and the educational 
fraternity can embrace such things 
as the all-year school if that is 
recommended, 
or 
whether 
the 
trustees can bring themselves to 
close schools or to make a hundred 
decisions in the face of uncertainty, 
will have to be seen. What is certain 
at this 
point, is the apparent, 
determination of all four trustees 
who voted for the study to push 
ahead with it. Although he was not 
present 
Tuesday, 
trustee 
John 
Beattie has expressed some favor 
for various aspects of Mrs. Steiger’s 
study proposal. That would make 
the 
action 
unanimous 
for 
all 
practical purposes. 
In 1968, I think it was, a large 
citizens committee made an in- 
depth study of the district with little 
practical results. There was feeling 
at the time that the committee 
lacked definite purpose and for that 
reason slowly atrophied, which I 
think is a good word for what 
happened. On the other hand there 
was 
some 
feeling 
that 
the 
committee 
fell 
victim 
to 
the 
circumstances 
of 
the 
time, 
whatever they were. 
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
